The committee appointed by the town of Hinsdale to 
join a like committee on the part of the town of Brattleboro, 
to effect the purchase of the property of the Hinsdale Bridge 
Corporation, report as follows: 

That, acting under the instructions of the town of Hins- 
dale, they met the committee chosen on the part of the

REPORT OF 


ENGINEERS OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Board of Engineers herewith submit the following 
report: During the past year, the Town of Hinsdale has 
suffered from fires as follows: 

April 29, the barn of M. Major took fire from burning 
brush and was destroyed ; loss, $200; no insurance. 

On the night of May 22, the tenement house owned by 
Geo. Slate was entirely consumed by fire; cause unknown ; 
no insurance. 

On the afternoon of September 14, the farm buildings 
owned and occupied by Samuel Liscom were burned; loss 
estimated at $3,000; insurance $1,300; cause of fire 
unknown. ! 

The above fires were beyond the reach of the depart- 
ment to render any assistance, and no alarm was given. 

On the evening of November 14, an alarm was given, 
caused by a fire under the office of the Haile & Frost Man- 
ufacturing Co. ; no damage; fireworks is supposed to have 
been the cause. 

On the forenoon of December 14, another alarm was 
sounded, caused by the burning of H. F. Horton’s house on 
High street, which is supposed to have taken fire from the 
chimney; damage, $1,800; no insurance. In both cases 
the department was prompt to respond to the call. 

The benefit of the iron fire pipes and hydrants was illus- 
trated at the fire at H. F. Horton’s, by not only being able 
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to save adjoining property, but was able to extinguish the fire, 
which could not have been done without the pipes and hy- 
drants, as there was no other source from which to obtain 
a supply of water. The Board of Engineers would re- 
commend that the laying of iron fire pipes be extended on 
Brattleboro street, from the hydrant at the southwest corner 
of the High school yard (the present terminus), to a point 
at or near the house of A. S. Bacon, with a sufficient num- 
ber of hydrants to protect the property on said street, and 
which is now beyond the reach of the department to render 
much assistance in case of a fire; also, the laying of fire 
pipes on Canal street, from Geo. A. Robertson & Co.’s 
paper mill to a point near the foundry of Chas. D. Merri- 
man. The laying of the above pipes would enable the de- 
partment to reach nearly every house situated in the village 
with the present supply of hose, which consists of 2,000 
feet of linen and 300 feet of rubber-lined hose, all in good 
condition ; also, about feet of old leather and rubber hose 
which could be used in cases of emergency, and where the 
pressure was not very great. The engineers in behalf of 
the citizens of the town would extend their thanks to the 
business men who so willingly furnish the pipes and hy- 
drants with water through their pumps.

It is a well 
known fact that there are certain boys in and about the vil- 
lage who have been to school irregularly the past year, some 
of them not at all the present winter, but have made them- 
selves conspicuous by lounging about in shops, stores and 
public places ; lawless, noisy, often impudent, and setting a 
bad example to other boys of their age. It is desired that 
our citizens should adopt at the annual meeting such pro- 
visions of the truant law as will enable the Board of Educa- 
tion to deal promptly and effectively with such cases where 
parents and guardians seem powerless to correct the evil. 

The resignation of Principal Charles P. Hall of the 
High School at the close of the autumn term, rendered im- 
perative by his failing health, was a source of great regret. 
For ten years he had labored faithfully and earnestly for the 
prosperity and advancement of the school, and we are glad 
to bear testimony to his worth as a teacher and his excel- 
lence and integrity as a man and citizen. The classes that 
have graduated from our High School have been a credit to 
his discipline and training, and are living witnesses of his 
ability to develop the intellectual faculties of youth and give 
them a broad and generous culture both mental and moral. 
To supply the vacancy occasioned by his resignation, the 
position was filled at the beginning of the winter term by 
Mr. F. P. McGregor of, Derry, (IN. oH. /a) eentlénenaer 
much experience as a teacher and who came highly recom- 
mended by those competent to judge in such matters. It 
must be borne in mind that it is an exceedingly difficult task 
for a teacher to go into a school of this grade, take up the 
reins where they are dropped by a predecessor and, without 
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any previous knowledge of the wants and needs of the 
school, cause everything to go on from the first smoothly 
and easily in the old ways. Every teacher has his or her 
own ways and methods of teaching, and we feel sure that 
the present principal will carry out the good work begun by 
others, if he can have the cordial support of our citizens in 
his labors. | 

Pupils in our High School are supposed to be old enough 
to appreciate the advantage of an education; we do not ex- 
pect them to go to school to be governed, but rather to gov- 
ern themselves, and thus help the instructors instead of put- 
ting hindrances and stumbling blocks in their way. It 
should be distinctly understood that the Board of Education 
stands by its teachers in all matters of discipline and govern- 
ment, and looks to parents to do the same; and if any pupils 
feel themselves too far advanced—too old to take up the 
prescribed course of studies or comply with the reasonable 
regulations and requirements of their instructors—the Board 
will not hesitate to take prompt action upon all such ‘cases ; 
and the above remarks will apply in most particulars to the 
general conduct of all the schools in town.

STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Hinsdale qualified 


to vote tn town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
town, on the second ‘Tuesday of March next, at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 

ARTICLE 1.—To choose a Moderator to preside in said 
meeting. 

ArT. 2.—To choose a Town Clerk for the year ensuing. 

ART. 3.—To hear the report of the Selectmen, Auditors, 
and all town officers, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ArT. 4.—To choose all other necessary town officers 
and agents for the year ensuing. 

ArT. 5.—To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the payment of interest on town 
debt and for ordinary town charges; for the repairs of high- 
ways; for the support of the poor; for the maintainance of 
street lights; for the maintainance of the fire department ; 
for the support of High School, and for all other generally 
necessary charges arising within the town, and to use for 
other purposes than those appropriated any balance unex- 
pended now in the town treasury. 

Art. 6.—/%rst—Do you approve of changing the time 
for the meeting of the Legislature from June to January, 
and of changing the time when the terms of office of the 
executive and legislative departments shall commence, and 
the other amendments in conformity therewith, as proposed 
in the amended Constitution? 

Second—Do you approve of compensating the members 
of both houses of the Legislature by a fixed salary, as pro- 
posed in the amended Constitution ? 

Third—Do you approve of filling vacancies in the 
Senate by a new election, as proposed in the amended 
Constitution ? 
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fourth—Do you approve of having the Speaker of the 
House act as Governor in case of vacancies in the offices of 
Governor and President of the Senate, as proposed in the 
amended Constitution? 

fifth—Do you approve of inserting in the Constitution 
an article prohibiting the manufacture or sale, or keeping 
for sale, of alcoholic or intoxicating liquor as a beverage, as 
proposed in the amended Constitution? 

Szxth—Do you approve of amending Art. vi of the 
Bill of Rights, making the same non-sectarian, as proposed 
in the amended Constitution? 

Seventh—Do you approve of amending the Constitution 
with reference to representation in classed towns, as pro- 
posed in the amended Constitution ? 

ART. 7.—To see if the town will adopt by-laws and 
rules for managing and ordering its prudential affairs, by 
virtue of Chap. 37, General Laws, or act in any manner 
respecting the same. 

ArT. 8.—To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sufficient sum of money to lay iron pipe for fire 
purposes from the upper end of fire pipe near High School 
house to a point near A. S. Bacon’s dwelling house and to 
put in three hydrants on the above route, or act in any man- 
ner thereon. . 

ArT. 9.—To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sufficient sum of money to put in a stone culvert 
near Jackson Doolittle’s on the Northfield road, or act in 
any manner thereon. 

ArT. 10.—To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money, not to exceed one thousand dol- 
lars, for the purpose of building concrete sidewalks in the 
village of Hinsdale, N. H., agreeable to the provisions of 
Sect. 3 of Chap. 78 of the General Laws, or act in any 
manner thereon. 

ArT. 11.—To see what action the town will take to col- 
lect any or all of the damage to the highways caused by the 
water from Henderson B. Streeter’s pond, or act in any 
manner thereon. 

ArT. 12.—To see what action the town will take to re- 
duce the expenses of lighting the streets of said town, or 
act in any manner thereon. 

ArT. 13.—To see if the town will vote to light the vil- 
lage streets with electric lights, or act in any manner in re- 
lation thereto. 
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ArT. 14.—To see if the town will vote to make and 
adopt certain by-laws as provided by Sect. 6, Chap. gt of 
the General Laws of the State in relation to habitual truancy 
and children not attending school, and fix and prescribe pen- 
alties therefor, or to act in any manner in relation thereto. 

ArT. 15.—To see if the town will take some definite 
action in regard to rents charged for the use of the town 
hall, to the end that the several organizations of the town 
may not be called upon to pay more than the cost of the 
actual running expenses of said hall, or act in any manner 
in relation thereto. 

Art. 16.—To see if the town will vote lay and construct 
a highway to the residence of F. O. Packard, from High 
street, so called. 

Art. 17.—To see if the town will vote to raise money 
to repair the town hall, or act in any manner respecting the 
same. 

Art. 18.—To see if the town will vote to choose a liquor 
agent, or act in any manner thereon.
